Research Experts Seek Cheaper 


Production Of Oil From Sands 


EDMONTON, Alta. — Under 
pressure of tense world condi- 
tions and the need for increased 
oil production in North America, 
Canadian research experts are 
working hard to etermine 
whether it would be commer- 
cially feasible to tap the fabu- 
lous reserves locked in the oil 
sands of northern Alberta. 

Working independently but in co- 
operation with dominion government 
research officials, Alberta research- 
ers said they would take a crucial 
step this spring toward solving the 
problem that for years has prevented 
the tar sands in the area of Fort 
McMurray from becoming an active 
oil producing reservoir, 


The problem has been the cost of 
production. The Alberta government 
has built a pilot plant which will go 
into operation in the spring to deter- 
mine whether the “hot water pro- 
cess” of extracting the oil from the 
sands is practicable commercially,

One such case reported recently 
was that of a child who came home 
from school in tears and said, “The 
teacher told me to sit there for the 
present—and she never brought it.”

Heading the provincial researchers 
is Dr. K. A, Clark, of the Alberta 
research council, who said he was 
optimistic that a cost figure accept- 
able to producing companies would 
be established by the time the pilot 
plant completes operations next fall. 

Northern Alberta's oil-soaked sands 
can be seen over an area of 1,000 
square miles. Drilling below the 
surface around this area indicates 
however, that they exist over “many 
thousands of square miles,” Clark 
said, 

Estimates of the reserves there 
vary, but all estimates place them 
up in the “millions of barrels,” offi- 
cials said. Clark said the tar sands 
were known to be “one of the world’s 
outstanding accumulations of petro- 
leum oil.” 

After pilot plant operations have 
been completed, economic conditions 
will determine the future for the tar 
sands,” Clark said. 

The official said he did not know 
if there was any relation between 
the oil sands and the oil presently 
being discovered in large quantities 
around Edmonton, 600 miles to the 
south, 


However, Clark said he could en- 
vision the day when a pipeline would 
carry oil from the tar sands to a line 
already planned by one large com- 
pany to carry production from the 
Leduc and Redwater fields near Ed- 
monton, across the prairies and 
eventually into the United States, 

He said that widespread explora- 
tion for oil was now taking place 
throughout northern Alberta. Discov- 
ery of oil in this area, along with 
the fields already found around Ed- 
monton, would make the construc- 
tion of such a pipeline feasible. 

There would then be reason for a 
pipeline to carry the oil from the tar 
sands through the northern Alberta 
fields and into the general oil pool 
of the continent, Clark said.

The first British Empire catalogue 
issued by Stanley Gibbons, London, 
England, under the new system of 
dividing the catalogue in two parts, 
1840-1936, and 1936-1948, has appear- 
ed. The first section is that from 
1936-1948 and was issued late last 
year and reviewed, containing only 
the stamps of the King George VI 
period. The new catalogue issued 
early this year takes in stamps to 
1936. 


Reason for the divided catalogue 
is given by Stanley Gibbons as two- 
fold; one to save paper, and second- 
ly, many collectors today only save 
Geoge VI issues. By issuing the cata- 
logue in two parts all collectors of 
British Empire stamps can be satis- 
fied in these days of paper shortages 
in Great Britain, When paper be- 
comes more plentiful, it is intimated, 
the one catalogue for British Empire 
stamps will be revived, 

In the matter of prices, the 1949 
catalogue for issues 1840-1936 shows 
many sharp increases. As the editors 
of the catalogue point out in their 
foreword, inflation and stamp specu- 
lation are important factors in these 
increases, “With ever-increasing ex- 
ports of postage stamps, and imports 


strictly controlled,” the editors state, ‘ 


“we can see no reason for any check 
in the tide of rising values, healthy 
though such a check would be in 
shaking out the speculator-collector 
who is now making the hobby so ex- 
pensive for the genuine amateur, so 
far as the scarcer stamps are con- 
cerned, Prices have been raised 
sharply in many issues, especially in 
the early issues of Great Britain and 
of the more popular British colonies 
and dominions, There are many ris- 
ing prices also in the modern issues 
and among the stamps of the less 
popular groups, for more and more 
people are deserting the fiercely com- 
petitive popular areas for countries 
where collecting is less costly and 
there is a greater chance of picking 
up bargains,” 

The catalogue editors also deal 
with international trade in postage 
stamps, pointing out that the limita- 
tions put on free imports and ex- 


ports is harming the hobby and Brit- 
ish trade. The editors “suggest that 
exports of postage stamps (from 
Great Britain) would be materially 
increased if the import restrictions 


were lifted, under proper control, so 
that a dealer might be permitted to 
buy stamps abroad to the extent of 
an agreed proportion of his increas- 
ed exports.” 

The editors also point out, as they 
did in the earlier 1936-1948 issue 
catalogue, that they feel the silver 
wedding stamps issued throughout 
the empire, with one low value and 
one high value for each colony, was 
a change in British postal policy, 
and putting the taint of commercial- 
ism on stamp issues. They feel it 
will harm the reputation of British 
colonial stamps among collectors, 
and place British colonial stamps in 
low repute with philatelists, ‘This 
fact, unless the policy is quickly re- 
versed, will do great harm to sales 
of British and British Empire stamps 
abroad, and the resultant loss will 
far outweigh any temporary gain 
accruing from the special British is- 
sues of the year,” it is pointed out.

Periods In Which 
Goalkeepers Are 

Tough To Score On 


There are certain periods in which 
National League goalkeepers are 
toughest to score on. For example 
two of the six N.H.L. cage custod- 
ians allow less goals to get past 


them in the third period; two are 
harder to score on in the second 
stanza; one is at his best in the 


opening session; while one is at his 
best in the first and third periods. 

Up to and including games of Feb- 
ruary 10, Harry Lumley of Detroit 
had less goals scored against him 
than any other goalie. Out of the 
109 goals that got past Lumley, only 
81 found their way into his net in 
the third period. His weakest period 
was the second when 40 pucks plunk- 
ed into the twine, In the opening 
canto he allowed 38 goals to get by 
him. harlie Rayner of Rangers is 
anothef netminder who is tightest 
with the goals in the final frame. 
Big Chuck has had 112 goals get 
past him; 39 coming in the first peri- 
od, 38 in the second, and just 35 in 
the closing canto. 

Bill Durnan of Canadiens and 
Frank Brimsek of Boston are most 
impregnable in the second session. 
Out of the 110 goals scored on Durn- 
an, only 31 were tallied in the mid- 
dle chucker, Thirty-eight got by him 
in the first period and 41 in the last 
period. Brimsek has had only 30 
goals scored on him in the second 
period, These 30 goals represent the 
best record of any twine-tender for 
a single period. He had 33 escape 
him in the first and 44 in the third 
which upped his goals against to 107. 

The number of goals scored on 
Sugar Jim Henry of Chicago increas- 
es by periods. In the first period, 
48 goals got by him; in the second 
52 plunked into the net and in the 
final session, 64 found their way into 
the goal. These 64 goals are the 
most scored on any goaltender in 
one period.

NEW ICE AGE LOOMING FOR WORLD 


BUT

WASHINGTON.—A new ice age is 
racing upon the earth, say scientists, 
but there is no need to get worried 
to the point of making preparations 

for moving to the tropics. 

As the geologists and astronomers 
figure time, it will be only “tomor- 
row” that mountains of ice  will| 
obliterate the sites of present sky- 
scrapers, but in everyday reckoning 
that means thousands of years off. 
Nevertheless, it is inevitable, say the} 
scientists. 

New knowledge about the four 
great invasions of ice which already 
have occurred on the globe in com- 
paratively recent geologic times con-| 
firms the scientists in their predic- 
tions, but they hasten to add that 
such long-range forecasts have noth- 
ing to do with, for instance, the un- 
usually severe winter experienced 
this year in California and the west. 

The fact that Old Man Winter has 


been throwing his weight around 
considerably of late may indicate 
that we are in a cycle of colder 


weather which will bring back ‘the 
snows grandfather knew,” but this| 
is only remotely connected with the 
gigantic forces which periodically 
usher in an ice epoch. 

Weather experts have been saying 
for more than five years that the} 
swing is on toward harder winters} 
and that the next quarter century 
will see generally cooler weather. 

However, they do not expect any 
spectacular changes; those deeper 
snows everyone seems to remember 
may largely be imagination or im- 
pressions drawn by youngsters who 
have since grown up and no longer 
are “knee-high to a grasshopper.” 

Interest Mounts 

On the short pull, the weather 
cycles seem to cover about 50 years. 
In the first 318 months of 1892-1945, | 
149 months were above normal tem- 
perature and 169 were below, indi- 
cating a relatively cold era, 

It was the reverse during the last 
quarter century, with 191 months} 
above average and 127 below. How- | 
ever, the wide fluctuations of any 
given winter or summer usually ob- 
scure such trends for ordinary ob- 
servers, 

The weathermen are not sure why 
the 50-year cycle. Some of them 
speculate that it is caused by a dis- 


tortion of the earth's path around 
the sun, 

It makes little real difference, but 
the coming of an ice age is an en- 
tirely different matter. Even though 
no scientist of today will live to see| 
the catastrophe by a dozen or | 
thousands of years, according to even 
the shortest estimates, they are tak- 


ing a warm interest in the situation. 
Dr. Donald H. Menzel of Harvard 


is author of the latest and most 
widely accepted theory as to why on 
four occasions in the last million 
years the great ice caps have extend- 
ed over a large part of the earth,

What Scientists Believe 

The reason for it all seems to have 
been the clouds of space particles 
which did not block to any great ex- 
tent the rays from the sun, but did 
trap the radiations back from the 
earth and caused a slightly warmer 
climate. This is certain to happen 
again, warn the scientists, 

There were ebbs and flows of the 
great ice sheets, and during some of 
the former the temperature may 
have risen to a point where tropical 
forests flourished even in the Arctic 
and Antarctic regions, accounting 
for deposits of coal in Antarctica and 
fossil magnolias in Greenland. 

Some scientists believe that today 
we are living in one of the periodic 
retreats of ice and that it is just an 
interval between extensions of the 
glaciers which now have retreated to 
Greenland and the polar regions. 

The last ice age wrought tremen- 
dous changes and created such prom- 
inent markings on the earth at the 
Great Lakes. It also was a period 
of supreme trial for all living things.

NOTES #4 


Time To Plan 


The experienced gardener doesn’t 
wait until the sun and soil are warm 
before starting to get ready for 
planting. No matter what the weath- 
er is like outside planning can com- 
mence anytime, and there is fun and 
value in this planning, too. 

A good Canadian seed catalogue 
and a Government bulletin or two 
will prove invaluable. Despite all 
the time-worn jokes about the seed 
catalogue, these publications are 
packed with real and vital informa- 
tion, With the bulletins, they will 
tell you when the various flowers 
bloom, the colors, and whether they 
are hardy or tender and safe to plant 
in your neighborhood. Heights are 
also given and the type of growth. 
Only with such information can one 
go ahead and plan real borders and 
other layouts, can be sure there is 
something in bloom right through 
until Fall, and that the little things 
will not be hidden by the tall. 


With the'vegetables, the catalogues 
and bulletins will help in the plan- 
ning and also in getting satisfaction 
when the garden starts to yield. One 
will learn from the descriptions 
whether certain varieties are hardy, 
half-hardy or tender, and how many 
days from planting to maturity, All 
this is vital information. One will 
also read about brand-new discover- 
ies in the vegetable line, improve- 
ments in old standbys, 


Not Too Close 


Commonest mistake of most gar- 
deners is to plant too close together. 
This is not only a waste of seed or 
nursery stock, but it also encourages 
weak or poor growth. With shrub- 
bery and trees, the result is a jungle 
with far too much shade about the 
house and weak growth that is liable 
to fall a prey to heavy storms. With 
annual flowers and vegetables, proper 
development is impossible, the vege- 
tables are liable to be stringy and 
tough, the flowers bunched so close- 
ly together that they will not bloom 
properly. 9 

Generally speaking, all plants re- 
quire at least half as much space 
between them as they are high at 
maturity, With big trees this means 
20 to 40 feet, with carrots it means 
only about 2 inches, with corn or 
staked tomatoes 18 inches. On the 
seed packet will be given the proper 
spacing, 

With bigger seed like beans, peas, 
corn, etc., spacing will be easy, but 
it is much more difficult with the 
fine seeds of carrot, lettuce or alys- 
sum. Such things can be spread 
more evenly by mixing with a little 
dry sand and sowing the mixture. 
In any case, no matter how carefully 
we sow some later thinning as the 
plants develop will be advisable. 


First Jobs 


There are some outdoor jobs that 
can be started almost as soon as the 
ground is bare. One of the first will 
be lawn repairs or the starting of 
new ones. Grass seed makes its 
best growth in cool weather. Sweet 
peas also must go in early for best 
results, They need to develop their 
deep growth before the soil gets 
warm,

zg above drawings and construc- 
tion are shown of a corner cup- 
board. It will be noticed that the 
sides and front of the frame of such 
a cupboard consist of lumber dowel- 
led and glued together to make the 
walls support the shelves of the cup- 
board and to provide a frame for 
the doors, 

The drawing shows a cupboard of 
fairly high dimensions, making it ad- 
visable to divide the door into upper 
and lower portions, The dividing 
rail across the centre gives the frame 
additional strength and _ rigidity. 
Framing of the front should be of 
mortise and tenon construction with 
the joints glued and pinned, For all 
hidden joints in the construction, 
wood screws may be used, To fasten 
the side walls to the front these 
fastenings are much better than ordi- 
nary nails. 

This type of cupboard can be built 
for kitchen use without the orna- 
mental treatment shown in the 
drawing on the right. For such pur- 
poses the doors may be made of solid 
sheets of % inch plywood. Such 
doors are very popular today and 
are made by rabbeting the interior 
corners of the sheet of plywood so as

to make the inner opening for the 
door, The edges of the door overlap 
the opening making a very smooth, 
easily cleaned job, Special hinges are 
available for fastening this type of 
door, usually chrome or nickel-plated 
and lapping over the outside, Where 
this type of door is used the whole 
structure is usually painted, using a 
primer followed by flat white and 
finished with enamel in the shade 
desired. 

When the cupboard is to be built 
in a dining room and used as a china 
cabinet, the ornamental treatment of 
the front would be advisable. In this 
case construction remains the same, 
the hard wood finish being superim- 
posed over the soft wood frame, 
which treatment makes possible nat- 
ural finish, The glass in the upper 
door should be all in one piece and 
the effect of window panes is created 
by thin stripes of wood cut to shape 
and cemented to the glass, In mak- 
ing such a cupboard it is not really 
necessary to use the highly orna- 
mental tregtment shown in the draw- 
ing as equally pleasing designs can 
be worked out in patterns less diffi- 
cult to make, especially where power 
tools are lacking. 


Heavy Demand 
For Meat Products 
In Spite Of Price 


ST. BONIFACE, Man.—Riches on 
the hoof—worth more than $90,000,- 
000 — passed through the sprawling 
Union Stock Yards here in 1948, re- 
flecting a heavy demand for meat 
products in the face of abnormally 
high retail prices. 

Representatives of eight commis- 
sion firms and from 20 to 25 dealers 
and order buyers bid casually and 
verbally for anything from one to 20 
carloads of stock, worth $4,000 to 
$5,000 a carload. 

Trading by word of mouth is the 
practice in this terminal market, 
largest in the British Commonwealth, 
which covers 200 acres of land about 
three miles from Winnipeg. 


The Yards will accommodate 14,- 
000 cattle, 5,000 hogs and 3,000 sheep. 

Last year the market handled 158,- 
000 head more than were cleared 
through any other Canadian yards. 

A table of cattle prices shows the 
average received a hundredweight in 
1933 was $2.45, covering sale market- 
ings of 162,721 heal, Last year 
these marketings rose to 355,690 
head, with the average price $14.91. 


The removal of the embargo on 
cattle shipments from Canada to the 
United States in mid-August of 1948 
paved the way for sharply rising 
prices. Nearly 80000 cattle were 
purchased for movement to the U.S., 
their value being estimated conserva- 
tively at $14,000,000, 

Livestock men said the high prices 
meant that cattle which normally 
would have come forward early this 
year were marked in October and 
November of 1948, They foresaw a 
light run of fat cattle this spring. 

Returns from livestock last year 
in Western Canada were “right be- 
hind” those for grain, one authority 
said, The livestock industry and its 
allied processes employed more work- 
ers than any other field.
